Maillardville, British Columbia 
—(NC)— al municipal author- 
ities and provincial government of- 
ficials are conferring on what pro- 
cedures to establish following the 
clesing of two Catholic schools and 
the subsequent demand that the 
public schools take over the edu- 
cation of these panes. There are 
840 boys and girls affected by the 
closing. 

The two schools, Our Lady of 
Lourdes and Our Lady of Fatima, 
were closed by Catholic school .au- 
thorities after the pupils were re- 
fused free bus _ transportation 
which is provided for public school 
children through government as- 
sistance. 

The difficulties between the 
Catholic School Board and the pub- 
lic school authorities arose out of 
the failure of the government to 
provide free transportation for 
pupils of the two Catholic schools. 

The district school situation is 
already aggravated by the lack of 
adequate accommodations. Two 
shifts, morning and afternoon, are 
needed to take care of the present 


public school registration and this 


will continue until the expansion 
program is completed. 

Public school authorities have 
stated that ea of Catholic 
sehools are weleome on the school 
buses if room is left after the pub- 
lic school pupils are accomodated. 
The trouble is there never has been 
any room left.

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Sr. Antonine And Marconi 


Nun Who Aided In Early Radio 
Experiments Dies At St. Mary's 


Notre Dame—Sister M. Antonine, C.S.C., died in the 
infirmary of St. Mary’s Convent, motherhouse of the Sisters 
of the Holy Cross, at Notre Dame on April 13. 

Born Catherine Farmer in 1866 in New York, Sister 
Antonine entered the community of the Holy Cross in 1885 
and soon-became outstanding as a teacher and administrator. 


Before her entrance into the re-¢— 
ligious life, she had attended the 
then young Hunter College in New 
York. She later earned her master’s 
degree at the University of Notre 
Dame and studied at the Catholic 
University of America. 


From 1887 to 1892, Sister An- 
tonine taught at St. Catherine’s 
Normal School, Baltimore. In 1892, 
she was asigned to St. Mary’s 
Academy, Notre Dame, Ind., where 
she taught English and science and 


where she is still described by her |: 


students of that period as a teach- 
er.par excellence. Her presence on 
the faculty of St. Mary’s College 
during its formation as a college 
at the turn of the century is con- 
sidered to have contributed much 
to its academic excellence. 


In 1899, Sister Antonine took 
part in an historic scientific event: 
the transmission of the first suc- 
cessful non-commercial wireless 


| phere. Professor Jerome J. Green 
of the University of Notre Dame 
conducted the experiment. He and 
his students had made most of the 
equipment, but Sister Antonine 
provided a necessary induction coil 
from the St. Mary’s science hall 
and received at St. Mary’s (one 
mile west of Notre Dame) the sig- 
nals which came through five sec- 
onds after contact had been made. 
Professor Green’s experiment was 
successfully accomplished less than 


two months after Marconi _had 


spoken in London on wireless tele- 
graphy. 

Sister Antonine taught at the 
Academy of the Holy Cross, Wash- 
ington, D.C., from 1899 to 1914, 


She was superior of St. Joseph's 
Academy, South Bend, 1914-18; of 
St. Mary’s Academy, Alexandria, 
Va., 1918-25; and of the Academy 
of the Holy Cross, Washington, 
1925-28. In 1924, with Sister M. 
Aline, C.S.C., she visited Burope 
and the Holy Land. 


During her years as a teacher 
and later as superior of Holy Cross 
in Washington, Sister Antonine’s| - 
academic and social contacts Welp- 
ed to make the academy a school 
of high distinction to which many 
of the diplomats residing in the 
capitol sent their daughters. In- 
cluded in Sister’s activities during 
this period was her work on var- 
ious educational programs in col- 
laboration with Bishop Shahan, 
rector of the §atholic University 
of America; Monsignor Pace, Mon- 
signor Kirby, Dr. Shields, and oth- 
ers of the university. 


From 1931 to 1937, Sister was 
the secretary to Mother M. Vin- 
centia, who was then the Superior 
General of the Holy Cross Sisters. 
After 1941, when ill health forced 
her retirement, Sister Antonine

“She is always sending me some-

The Pope inspected it carefully, 
and remarked Now I must begin 
the distribution.” He then passed 
among the twelve kneeling “a 
and handed each one. When he fin- 
ished and they had arisen, Bishop 
Noll turned to the Pontiff and ob- 
served, 


“But, Your Holiness, you’ve left 
me without a souvenir from Li- 
sieux.” 

“Never mind, Your Exceltency,” 
said the Holy Father with a smile, 
“you'll have your souvenir.” 

The party left the Papal cham- 
bers and returned to the hotel. 
That same evening a messenger ar- 
rived with a package for Bishop 
Noll. Jt was from Pius XI — a 
beautiful marble plaque on an 
easel, containing a picture of the 
Little Flower, with a relic inserted 
near the base. The party remained 
in Rome a few days longer, then 
moved. by automobile through 
Switzerland, Germany, Holland, 
and Belgium. They gave up the 
large limousine at Brussels, where 
Bishop Noll left his party—they 


crossing the channel to visit Eng-: 


land and Ireland, and he going to 


North Germany to visit an aged 


retired priest of his diocese. .The 
Bishop had covered the whole of 
the British Isles, including Ireland, 
in 1924, 

The year following his episcopal 
visit to Rome gave Bishop Noll a 
chance to see Europe again. It was 
the year when the Church celebrat- 
ed the ninth centenary of the death 
of St. Emeric, son of St. Stephen, 
Patron of Hungary. In honor of his 
feast; a pilgrimage of American 
Hungarians was arranged, and 
these chose Bishop Noll as their 
Chaplain. Thee owners of the 
Kuropa gave the Bishop the best 
accommodations they had—gratis. 

They moved swiftly across Eu- 
rope and visited Budapest for three 
weeks, The fame of Bishop Noll 
had travelled just a bit ahead of 
him, and he found himself herald- 
ed in the city as a publisher of one 
of the most influential newspapers 
in the United States, one that 
might go far to help the cause of 
Hungarian“freedom for the country 
was still manacled by the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

From Budapest he travelled by 
train to Szeged. Halfway there he 
was amazed to find a group of re- 
porters boarding the train for an 
interview. But when he arrived at 
Szeged, he was met by at least ten 
thousand people gathered at the 
station with the lecal Bishop, the 
Mayor, his Council, and other dig- 
nitaries waiting with them. There 
were floral offerings, and he was 
addressed in Hungarian, Latin, En- 
glish—it seemed like a new Pente- 
cost. In a car provided by the 
Mayor, Bishop Noll rode in a long 
procession, with his fellow Bishop, 


|the Chief of Police, and officials. 


The affair was rather too big 
for him even to begin to under- 
stand, and his confusion became 
greater that night when it seemed 
that the whole city came to the 
Bishop’s- residence, thousands of 
them carrying Chinese lanterns. 
Standing before an upstairs win- 
dow he addressed them through 
an interpreter. When it was over 
and they had left, Bishop Noll be- 
gan to inquire about the cause of 
the reception he had been accorded.

When the clouds of war cleared 
away, Archbishop Masson visited 
Rome and obtained from Pope Pius 
XII permission to proclaim the 
Mother of God as Our Lady of 
Ceylon. 


This proclamation was made in 
the presence of a great throng 
from every section of the island, 
gathered together with all mem- 
bers of the hierarchy. And one 
more title was added to the noble 
heraldry of Our Lady. 


Archbishop Masson died a few 
months later. But already contri- 
butions were pouring in from the 
people for the shrine at Tewatte 
which he had promised to Our 
Lady in their name. 


Last month, the cornerstone of 
the shrine was laid. So generous 
have been the contributions that 
a great basilica, holding 5,000 per- 
sons, is being constructed. 

The Basilica of Our Lady of 
Ceylon, as it will be called, will 
be of Indian architecture—than 
which, I think, there is ‘none love- 
lier on earth—and will have 15 
altars, one for each mystery of 
Our Lady’s Rosary. Above the 
main altar will rise a great central 
dome. 

The cornerstone is in place, the 
fund is at hand, and the Catholics 
of Ceylon—a minority among the 
throngs of Buddhists—soen will 
present the basilica to Our Lady.

Sister 
Celina was one of a group of Sis- 
ters of the Congregation who were 
deported by the - Bolsheviks from 
Wilno in 1941. 
“For many months the bolshe- 
viks submitted the Sisters to all 
kinds of mistreatment, starvation 
and back-breaking work. The Sis- 
ters were first deported to Staro- 
bielsk, later to a ¢oncentration 
camp near Swierdlowak, where 
they were, forced to fell trees. In 
spite of this exhausting labor, the 
Sisters rose before the morning 
reveille at 3 a.m. to say their pray- 
ers in secret. 

“Later they were transferred to 
digging peat. That work was more 
dangerous to their health, because 
of the swampy terrain. In August 
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of 1943 the Polish Army Command,

Rogation Days 


i hy three days preceding the 
feast of the Ascension are 
known as “Rogation Days.” They 
are days of public prayer, par- 
ticularly for the rain and sunshine 
needed to bring the things planted 
in the garden, the fruit of the 
trees and the grain sown in the 
fields, to a successful and abundant 
maturity. 


Judging from the small attend- 
ance at divine services on these 
days it becomes clear that the 
Church seems to be more inter- 
ested in the temporal welfare of 
her people than they themselves 
are. In country parishes, following 
the Mass, there is a procession dur- 
ing which the Litany of the Saints 
is sung to implore their coopera- 
tion with the faithful of the parish 
to bring God’s blessing on the 
growing crops. 7 

The gospel of this Sunday deals 
with the subject of prayer. God,| | 
our Heavenly Father, on Whom 
we are all dependent, actually re- 
quires prayer of everybody. He 
gives His grace in response to 
prayer, and when He withholds it 
because we do not pray we become 
very weak spiritually. St. Aug- 
ustine tells us that “when you 
begin to pray you cease to sin; 
but when you cease to pray you 
begin to sin.” 

Most Catholics do not take pray- 
er seriously. From force of habit, 
started when they were small 
children, they will say “par- 
rot-like” certain prayers which 
they learned by heart without hav- 
ing their heart in them. But they 
seldom, unless they are sick or in 
trouble, peat with great earnest- 
ness to God in their own way. 

While I have noted that in the 
public prayers of the Church dur- 
ing the three days preceding the 
feast of the Ascension are offered | j 
chiefly for temporal favors, if we 
place temporal things above the 
eternal, spiritual things above the 
material, we are likely not to be 
heard at all.

non-Catholics do not under- 
stand about Catholics.

We can help them by explaining 
that Christians have always honor- 
ed the Mother of God, right back 
to the 12 apostles. An easy way to 
do this is to tell them how old some 
of our shrines to Our Lady are. 
You don’t build a shrine to anyone 
unless the person is very well 
known and honored by the people. 

There is one shrine at a place 
called Altoeting in Bavaria—it is 
known as “The 
Lourdes of Bav- 
aria”—which is 
celebrating this 
year the 1,203rd 
anniversary of 
its foundation! 
That means it 
was built in the 
eighth century. 

But that’s not 
the oldest. The 
shrine of Our 
Lady of Le Puy 
stands on Mount 
Anis, France, 
where the Bless- 
ed Virgin appeared to St. George 
in the first century of Christianity, 
The first shrine to Our Lady of Puy 
was built on the spot in the third 
century. So it is 1,600 years-old!

AINT THOMAS AQUINAS, as 
nearly everybody knows, was 
one of the most brilliant mén who 
ever lived.

Shortly be- 
fore eighth grade, my husband and 
I presented to her a limited number 
of the facts of life; and when she 
entered the Catholic high school, 
at the second retreat, a letter came 


‘ 


to us parents asking permission 
for the retreat master to go more 
ae into the matter. 

“He began with a Hail Mary and 
based the talk on ‘Blessed is the 
fruit of thy womb.’ The talk was 
given separately to the boys and 
the girls, and, to prove its success, 
the youngsters came home to re- 
peat.to their parents almost ver- 
batim what he had said to them. 

“My oldest daughter had gone to 


the Catholic high, not because of|I 


our urgings, but because she had 
grown to love the atmosphere of 
Catholic education. Yet by mid- 
semester of her second year, she 
began to display an unrest and dis- 
satisfaction with practically every- 
thing. We became old-fashioned, 
understanding none of her prob- 
lems. She complained that she 
missed the fun of the public high, 
and thought she should see more of 
boys and sports and parties. 


“My husband and I talked it 
over with a young priest who 
knew her, and we gave her a much 
freer rein. She went to the dances 
at the public achools and to their 
games. Io our surprise, she shortly 
came back convinced that she pre- 
ferred to continue in the Catholic 
high, and did. 

“Then for us came financial dif- 
ficulties; and we faced the neces- 
sity of sending her, this time at 
our own impulse, to the public 
high. She listened to our regretful, 
explanation, and then, before we 
could make the shift, asked for a 
bit of time. On her own, she went 
to the Sister Superior and asked 
for work, any kind of work, that 
would make possible her continu- 
ance in the Catholic school. 


“The nuns were cooperative, out- 
lining a program of work for her 


ith 


“that was enough to tax her sincer- 
ity. She accepted what they offered 
willingly. And I know that after 
months of scrubbing, dusting, and 
real domestic work, our daughter 
has emerged a far lovelier girl in 
the eyes of others as well as of 
ourselves. She has lost nothing in 
the esteem of her companions. She 
goes easily with girls from wealthy 
homes who drive their own cars. 
The nuns assure me that the girls 
seek her out and that her popular- 
ity has grown. And so, I honestly 
believe, has her goodness. 


“You may be amused to know 
that one source of her income has 
been your pamphlets. She sells 
them—but what is better, she reads 
them. She tells me that a good 
saleswoman must know her product 
so she finds it easy to talk about 
your pamphlets with real enthusi- 
asm, Incidentally, she heard your 
talk recently and when she came 
home, I remembered that I had 
heard you talk almost a quarter of 
a century ago in another school. 
I think you inspired us both. 


“Now what has impressed me 
throughout is the fact that youth 
can assume its own responsibili- 
ties. Most young people dodge and 
perhaps are trained and encourag- 
ed to dodge their opportunities. 
Parents should not do all the plan- 
ning and executing. The children 
should bear their part. That may 
well start with a direction of their 
undoubted energy and vitality to- 
ward maintaining the highest pos- 
sible standards of their age-group. 


“They need constant guidance, 
yet guidance need not kill initiative.

Many an older fefson is happ 
when a boy or girl comes to as 
for help. And these older people— 
parents and teachers in Catholic 
or public schools—are still more 
pleased when they see young peo- 
ple meeting their own problems and 
handling them with resourceful- 
hess, courage, and competence. 
“Teen-agers are. prone to com- 
plain that we do not give them re- 
sponsibility enough. Perhaps. But 
am convinced they do not use the 
responsibility we give them.

has made one of the most remark- 
able comebacks, with respect to 
circulation and advertising, in. the 
history of modern American jour- 
nalism.” The editor of the Review 
of Literature credited this come- 
back to “sensational sex stories.” 


Mr. Wechsler, the new editor of 
the Post, attributed the large cir- 
culation of such papers as the New 
York Daily News, the New York 
Daily Mirror, and the New York 
Journal-American, to their bold 
treatment of crimes of passion.

|Dies; Famed — 
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B. F. Musser 
Catholic Poet 


“New York—(NC)—Benjamin F. 
Musser, poet and convert to the 
Catholic Faith, has died at his 
home in Ventnor, N. J. He was the 
author of more than 45 books of 
verse and prose and was named 
poet laureate of New Jersey in 
1934 by the Poet Laureate League. 


Mr. Musser, who was born in 
Lancaster, Pa., of Protestant Epis- 
copal parents, aspired to member- 
ship in the Order of Friars Minor 
after he joined the Catholic Church 
but ill health stood in his way. He 
became a member of the Third 
Order and in 1940 was accorded a, 
rare privilege. 


The Minister General of the 
Friars Minor in that year affiliated 
Mr. Musser in a special proclama- 
tion to the First Order, entitling 
him to place the initials O.F.M. 
after his name, wear the complete 
habit and enjoy other rights with- 
out taking vows. 


Mr. Musser wrote essays on the 
Franciscan poets, was co-founder 
in 1921 of The Trend, a poetry 
magazine, and was owner and co- 
editor of Jap and Contemporary 
Verse, poetry publications. He 
was a member of the Catholic 
Poetry society and the Empire 
Poetry League. He was “also 
honorary president of the Washing- 
ton Catholic Poetry Society and a 
life member of the Order of Book-

Professor From 


Talks At Munster 


Reviews Reasons For 
‘Fears Of Europe’ At 
St. Thomas Parish 


Munster—“The shadow of possi- 
hle Soviet invasion of Europe, in 
the face of Europe’s utter help- 
lessness to defend herself, is hover- 
ing over that continent like an evil 
electrical storm that is sure to 
strike.” “ 

Thus did the Rev. Joseph A. 
Hiller, professor of modern foreign 
languages at St. Joseph's College, 
Rensselaer, picture current-day 
Europe in his talk, “Fears of 
Europe,” Tuesday evening, in St. 
Tho More parish hall. 


Father Hiller’s was the opening 
talk in a series of five lectures-on 
communism being given by mem- 
bers of the college faculty and 


oly Name Society. 


In describing conditions on the 
continent which he visited last 
summer, Father Hiller said that 
today’s Europe is sick; sick spir- 
itually and morally because of the 
effects of communism, nazism, and 
fascism; sick physically because of. 
the effects of the greatest war 
known to man. 


Speaking of Europeans, Father 
Hiller said: “Even though they 
lost all their savings in two world 
wars, still they would be willing 
to start again from the bottom 
except for the one all-important 
fear—of the nearness of another 
world war. Amid this fear Europe 
finds itself absolutely helpless.” 


He added that, “Eventually 
Europe is going to have to choose 
between the U.S.A. or the U.S.S.R., 
the two super-powers. Marshall 
Plan‘aid is doing much to sway the 
choice toward the democracies.” 


But knowledge of the fact that 
Russia, too, has the atom bomb, 
and that Soviet troops are at the 
border while most American 
troops are thousands of miles 
away and pre-occupied with Korea, 
make the selection all the more 
agonizing for Europeans, Father 
iller said. 


Should the Europeans yield to 
Moscow, or should their lands be 
overrun by the communists, other 
fears would loom: forced. migra- 
tion into other territories, into 
Russian work camps; torture; 
separation of families and loved 
~ starvation, the speaker add- 
ed. 

Added anxiety, particularly on 
the part of central Europeans, was 
brought about by an American 
statesman’s remark that: our line 
of defense should be the Rhine 
river. 

The Rev. Cletus Dirksen, asso- 
ciate professor of politics at St. 
Joseph’s, will speak on “Origin of 
These Fears of Communism” 
Tuesday, May 22.
